any Cal State Long Beach students use the Nug- 

get Grill and Pub as a place to relax, grab a bite 

to eat between classes or occasionally catch a big 

game: The on campus pub also hosts live music, 
and it will soon open its doors for a new genre — jazz. 


The idea to have live jazz played by an ensemble was presented _ 


in last week’s Associated Students Inc. meeting. CSULB jazz 
students will take the stage at the Nugget this spring “as a result 
of demand from the 49er Shops to have live events in the Nugget,” 
according to ASI President John Haberstroh. 

“Jeff Jarvis, director of jazz studies, and I were talking, and 
Don Penrod, who’s the CEO of 49er Shops, wanted to make 
a collective effort to bring music into the Nugget,” ASI Vice 
President Jonathon Bolin said. “Jazz is a cool, hip college 
thing.” : 

Junior kinesiology major Dan Matulis said jazz music might 
entice him to visit the Nugget more often. 
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Sophomore Jazz studies major Chris Taube shreds a 
guitar solo during his improvisation techniques class. 
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“T enjoy live music, though I don’t necessarily go to the Nugget 
a lot,” Matulis said. “But I think [live jazz] would make me more 
inclined to go.” 

Jarvis said he hopes that his students performing at the Nugget 
will be something for other students to enjoy for the expressed 
purpose of listening, as opposed to the ensemble being back- 
ground music for the night’s big football game. 

“It’s about making sure that we could find times in the Nugget 
designated for us,” he said. “It doesn’t have to be something like a 
concert. It can be something where people are doing what they do 
but knowing that the music is the main focal point.” 

Sophomore electrical engineering major Piyush Jain said it 
would be nice to hear different genres of music at the Nugget. 

“T think it will be interesting because you really don’t hear a 
lot of music around CSULB, so it will be nice to hear something 
different,” Jain said. 

The jazz ensemble only has one or two concerts performed by 
the jazz combo class during the semester. Jarvis said the class is 
definitely interested in performing more. 

“Pve talked to my graduated students [about playing in the 
Nugget], and they were very excited about it,” Jarvis said. “And 
if the students aren’t excited about it themselves, Ill get them 
excited about it, because I think it would be great for them.” 

As of now, there is no date set for when live jazz will be 
brought to the Nugget.

1959.

Former Cal State Long Beach Uni- 
versity Choir Director and Professor 
Emeritus of music Frank Pooler died 
Jan. 19 from lung cancer in his Los 
Alamitos home. He was 86. 

His former student and colleague 
Leland Vail said Pooler began teaching 
at the university in 1959 and retired in 
1988. Vail said that Pooler founded the 
choral studies program at CSULB in 
the 1960s and introduced the idea of a 
jazz studies program within the music 
department. 

“TMusic] was what kept him going,” 
Vail said. “It’s what he did day in and 
day out.” 

Pooler’s wife, Rhonda Sandberg 
Pooler, said that he was known for being 
a mentor and choir director to Karen and 
Richard Carpenter. He also co-wrote 
The Carpenters’ Christmas song, “Mer- 
ry Christmas Darling,’ according to 
CSULB music alumna Carolyn Kelley. 

However, Vail and Sandberg Pooler 
said that Pooler’s greatest achievement 
is reflected through the success of all of

his students throughout the years. 

“He had the ability to encourage stu- 
dents to be their best selves and had a 
way of finding a way for you to really 
flourish,” Sandberg Pooler said. 

Kelley said that Pooler inspired her 
to pursue a career in teaching music 
and encouraged her to try new things. 

“He was very demanding in terms 
of wanting excellence,” Kelley said. “It 
made you want to strive to do your best.” 

Kelley said that every rehearsal and 
concert in which the choir sang a piece 
of music and nailed it was memorable 
because she got to experience that mo- 
ment with Pooler. 

“He taught me how to always find the 
passion and meaning in music, and that 
expression is always the point of what 


we are doing,” Kelley said. ° 

Pooler’s former student Arthur Lapi- 
erre, the choral director at the Ameri- 
can River College, said Pooler had the 
ability to find something special in his 
students and give them the skills to suc- 
ceed in their musical gifts. 

“Mr. Pooler inspired everyone,” 
Lapierre said via email. “He provided 
me with the opportunity and the skills 
to create the music I hear in my head.” 

According to Vail, Pooler provided 
the CSULB choral studies program 
with notoriety and made it well known 
not only nationally but on a global scale 
too. 

“Frank Pooler gave [CSULB] a repu- 
tation as innovators in choral music,” 


~ Kelley said. 


Sandberg Pooler said her husband 
was very humble and never one to be 
impressed with himself. She described 
him as a dynamic and artistic genius 
with a great sense of humor and a heart 
of gold. 

“He loved the work and appreciated 
that people liked what he did, but he 
never thought too much about it,’ she 
said. 

Pooler is survived by his wife; two 
daughters, Jane Blackman and Susan 
Dewey; three grandchildren; three 
great-grandchildren; and his brother, 
Larry Pooler. 

A memorial service will be held for 
Pooler at 4 p.m. on Feb. 23 at Grace 
First Presbyterian Church on Stude- 
baker Road.

CSULB financial aid 
counselor shares 
advice for filing FAFSA 


The deadline to fill 
out the FAFSA is 
March 2.

For some students, financial aid 
plays a huge role in their educational 
careers. In order to determine how 
much financial aid students can re- 
ceive, they must file a document called 
the Free Application for Federal Stu- 
dent Aid, also known as the FAFSA. 

The FAFSA application was re- 
leased for the upcoming 2013-14 
school year on Jan. 1, and students 
have until March 2 to meet the prior- 
ity deadline. Cal State Long Beach fi- 
nancial aid counselor and compliance 
coordinator Ali Gonzalez sat down 
with the Daily 49er to provide sug- 
gestions for filing the FAFSA, loans 
and advice on what not to do. 


Q. Do you have any suggestions 
for students who are applying for 
the FAFSA? 


G: I can say the most important 
thing that I would tell students when 
they’re applying is to apply on time. 
Students who file on time have prior- 
ity access to the funds that are avail- 
able, granted that they qualify and 
meet all the eligibility requirements. 

Another thing is to read and stay 
on top of your emails. Make sure that 
your junk email filter is set so you 
don’t miss those notifications. We 
may be sending out documentation 
with you that has a sensitive turn- 
around time. If you don’t get that in, 
then that could put you in jeopardy as 


far as getting you packaged with the 
best aid you’re eligible for. 


Q. Do you have any other impor- 
tant suggestions for students apply- 
ing? 


G: If possible, try use the IRS Data 
Retrieval Tool. It allows a student 
or parent to fill out the FAFSA and 
transfer their information over from 
the IRS into the FAFSA application. 
After you do that, you don’t have to 
worry about anything else with the 
actual application or updating it. 


Q. What are the most common 
mistakes people make when they 
are applying for financial aid? 


G: I would say not filing on time. 
Another thing is when students wait 
to fill it out because they haven’t got- 
ten their taxes yet. What we always 
encourage students to do is get the 
application on time, and you can al- 
ways estimate based on your income 
from this year or last year’s tax re- 
turns. The second component of that 
is when you actually do file your tax- 
es, you go back into your application 
and update it. 


Q. What kind of aid should stu- 
dents expect based on their finan- 
cial information? 


G: The FAFSA is like a holistic 
application where it looks at a couple 
of things like financial information, 
family size and number in college. 
Based on all of that information, [the 
Department of Education] comes 
back with a number the student may 
be eligible to receive.

Students say higher 
education ultimately 
helps in finding jobs.

Despite grim unemployment rates, 
undeclared freshman Lauren Tran said 
she believes a college degree definitely 
helps students in the long run. 

“Chances of getting a job are dou- 
bled, because I think people equate 
having a higher degree with more expe- 


rience and knowledge,” Tran said. 

According to The American Fresh- 
man survey released by UCLA’s Higher 
Education Research Institute, more col- 
lege freshmen like Tran see college de- 
grees as a means to a better job despite 
unemployment rates. 

The current unemployment rate for 
total college graduates is 4.5 percent 
and recent graduate unemployment rate 
is 6.8 percent, according to a 2012 study 
from Georgetown University’s Center 
on Education and the Workforce. The 
U.S. Bureau of Labor Statistics re- 
ported in May 2011 that the unemploy- 
ment rate for college students was 9.2 
percent.

California lawmakers make 


SACRAMENTO — During a 
three-hour hearing Tuesday that was 
designed to provide baseline infor- 
mation for difficult debates on gun 
violence-related legislation later this 
year, California lawmakers immedi- 
ately uncovered something upon which 
all could agree. 

Democratic and Republican law- 
makers pledged to increase funding 
to the Department of Justice to allow 
it to hire additional investigators to 
track down a backlog of 20,000 known 
Californians who own guns even 
though they are prohibited by law from 
doing so. 

“If there is common agreement on 


anything, it’s that we ought to get guns 
out of the hands of people who are pro- 
hibited,” said Senate President Darrell 
Steinberg, D-Sacramento. 

“We do need adequate enforcement 
of existing laws,” added Tom Pederson 
of the California Rifle and Pistol As- 
sociation, a gun owners’ group. 

Those comments came during a 
special joint meeting of the Senate and 
Assembly Public Safety Committees 
that included: the showing of a brief 
documentary film about the 1989 mass 
shootings of students at a Stockton 
elementary school; a review of the 
history of gun-control legislation in 
California; and a demonstration of how 


uation, Peggy Murphy-Hayden, a pro- 
gram coordinator from the Career De- 
velopment Center, said students should 
take advantage of BeachLink to find a 
job after graduation. 

According to Murphy-Hayden, 
BeachLink jobs and internship posts 
saw a 30 percent increase from 2009, 
and now there is usually an average of 
1,200 to 1,500 posts. 

“The number of job posts usually de- 
crease during summer,” she said. 

Murphy-Hayden said that Beach- 
Link ‘provides. students with postings 
from CSULB’s network for part-time 
jobs, full-time jobs‘and internships for 
various majors. 

“We believe that the opportunity of 


finding jobs after graduation is increas- 
ing,’ Murphy-Hayden said. “Students 
don’t have to wait to graduate to find 
jobs.” 

Murphy-Hayden also recommends 
that students complete an internship 
before graduating. 

“If a student has internship experi- 
ence, it lets them see what it’s truly like 
in the field,” she said. 

While the report poses good news 
for students, Joseph Mendoza, a junior 
aerospace engineering major, said he 
thinks it will be challenging to find a 
job after earning his degree. 

“I feel it is hard for students to find 
a job after graduation, but hopefully in 
a few years it will be better,” Mendoza 


said. “I feel like internships help you 
get your foot in the door somewhere 
else and help you when you graduate.” 

Sophomore health care administra- 
tion major Donna Baluyot said she 
believes a college degree will yield a 
higher-paying job. 

“With a degree, students will find a 
better job after graduation,” Baluyot 
said. “When you have a higher educa- 
tion, you'll know more.” 

Tran also said that more majors 
should make internships a requirement 
before graduation. 

“Employers also wouldn’t have to 
spend more time to train employees 
who have already had a great amount of 
experience,” Tran said. 


plans to beef up enforcement of gun laws 


semi-automatic rifles can be adjusted 
to skirt the state’s assault weapons ban. 

Lawmakers were told that Califor- 
nia already has the toughest gun- 
control regulations in the nation and 
were advised to expect tough sledding 
if they intend to adopt further restric- 
tions this year. 

Current lawmakers, who will deal 
with numerous gun-control measures 
that have been introduced in the wake 
of the mass killings of schoolchil- 
dren in Newtown, Conn., appeared 
undeterred. 

“This will serve as a launching 
point for what I anticipate will be a 
very active session around the issue 


of gun violence,” Steinberg said of the 
hearing. 

Stephen Lindley, chief of the Bureau 
of Firearms in the Department of 
Justice, told lawmakers that Califor- 
nia’s ban on assault-style weapons is 
being circumvented through the use of 
devices that allow for the rapid change 
of ammunition magazines on legal 
semi-automatic rifles. 

Lindley said the state’s ability to 
track gun purchasers is far superior to 
the national system that law enforce- 
ment officials have widely criticized as 
being ineffective. 

“We are unique in the nation in our 
ability to identify people who are pro- 


hibited from owning firearms,” he said. 

The system allows attorney gener- 
al’s investigators to identify gun own- 
ers who have subsequently been barred 
from legally owning guns through 
their own actions, such as committing 
a felony or engaging in domestic vio- 
lence that results in a restraining order 
being issued against them. 

The attorney general’s Armed 
Prohibited Persons System has identi- 
fied 19,784 individuals who illegally 
possess about 40,000 handguns and 
assault weapons. The list grows daily 
by 15 to 20.

to prepare students for college-level 
courses. Alexander said higher 
education still needs funding to 
help lower-income students get a 
college degree. 

Both Brown and Alexander 
made valid points as to where 
California should focus its financial 
efforts for education. 

We at the Daily 49er decided to 
weigh in on the idea on where more 
money should be spent. 

Brown believes investing more , 
into K-12 will better prepare 
students for life after high school. 
Whether it be a continuation into 
higher education or the workforce, 
Brown said this is an area of need 
for financial backing. 

Alexander, however, said the 
state needs to give low-income 
students a chance at a college edu- 
cation. By helping these students 
afford their degrees, these students 
can pay to.go to institutions like 
CSULB. 

Alexander also explained more 
money is needed to cover the cost | 
of remedial courses that universi-_- 
ties have to offer. These classes are 


expensive to run and impacted, and they cover material that most 


students should have learned in high school. 


This brings us back to Brown’s argument. By spending more 
money in K-12, Brown hopes to eliminate the K-12 failure. This 
makes more students prepared for college and thus cutting the need 


for remedial courses. 


However, being prepared to attend college does not mean the 
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student will be able to afford college. 

Our editorial board had a tough time deciding which side to take. 
Being 49ers, we want to give every worthy student a chance to’ 
come to CSULB, even if they cannot afford the costs. Yet, we can- 
not ignore how much money is being spent on repeat courses. 

The editorial board chose to lean towards Brown’s plan. A major- 
ity of people get their high school diplomas and not their bachelor’s 
degrees. We feel it would be more productive to make sure fhe 
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majority of Californians.are properly educated. 

We understand not all high school graduates go to college. How- 
ever, they still need to be prepared for their entry-level jobs. In or- 
der to have a more productive workforce, we must focus on the time 
during which most people are educated, at K-12 levels. In doing so, 
we hope putting more money toward these schools will properly 
educate the students who choose to go to college, thus making 
remedial classes unnecessary — and cutting the course cost.

The Long Beach State men’s bas- 
ketball team continues its three-game 
homestand this week as it hosts a pair 
of Big West rivals. 

LBSU will be looking for a regular 
season sweep of UC Santa Barbara 
when it welcomes the Gauchos to the 
Walter Pyramid tonight. 

The ‘Niners (11-8, 7-1 Big West) 
defeated UCSB (7-12, 3-5) 77-70 last 
month on the road. 

LBSU head coach Dan Monson 
said he wants his team to continue its 
path of improvement. The Beach had 
its most complete game of the season 
Saturday in an 81-59 victory over UC 
Irvine, which Monson attributed to 


dedication in practice and the experi- 


ence the players have gained by play- 
ing together. 

“It’s a consistency thing,” he said. 
“Consistency begins in practice, and it 
becomes a habit. We practiced well last 
week, so I think that’s why we played 
well. Today was good, so we just have 
to keep building.” 

LBSU will look to extend its six- 
game winning streak and win its 22nd 
straight conference home game. For the

success to continue, Monson said the 
team must get outto a fast start against 
the Gauchos. 

“We need to focus, make sure 
we’re ready and that we start good 
and not let them have confidence 
that they can come in here and win” 
he said. “We know how good they 
can be when they get going, and we 
can’t let them. The best thing we did 
against Irvine was never let them get 
comfortable.” 

The ‘Niners will look to the leader- 
ship of senior guard James Ennis, who 
has scored in double figures 24 games 
in a row. His averages of 17 points and 
6.9 rebounds per game are good for 


fifth and eighth in the conference, re- 
spectively. 

The Gauchos will be without their 
top scorer and rebounder in sophomore 
center Alan Williams, who has missed 
Santa Barbara’s last two games with a 
strained left hamstring tendon. Wil- 
liams currently leads the conference 
in rebounding with 9.9 boards a night 
and is fourth in scoring, averaging 17.4 
points per game. 

Junior guard Kyle Boswell and 
freshman forward Taran Brown will 
be relied on to pick up the slack for 
the Santa Barbara offense, as they 
rank second and third on the team 
in points, scoring a combined 25.7 


points per game. 

Junior guard Keala King, who is av- 
eraging 10.1 points, 6.4 rebounds and 
3.8 assists on the season, said despite 
the team’s. recent success, the players 
know it can still be better. 

“We have to come back every day 
in practice with expectations that 
we can be better,” he said. “We still 
think we’re not as good as we should 
be. We know [the second round of 
conference play] isn’t going to be 
easy. The second time playing a team 
is probably the hardest because they 
scout you, so we’re going to prepare 
ourselves and know it’s going to be 
a battle.” 


On Saturday, The Beach will look to 
avenge its only. Big West loss of the sea- 
son so far when it.hosts Cal Poly (9-9, 
5-3) at 4:05 p.m. 

The Mustangs ‘are paced by junior 
forward Chris Eversley, who aver- 
ages 16.4 points (seventh in the con- 
ference) and 7.8 rebounds (fourth) a 
game. 

Cal Poly defeated the ‘Niners, 79- 
73, earlier this month in San Luis 
Obispo.
